If my name appears in what was presented to you, I would like to know it, for 
I do believe that were someone to file a claim against the Army and the agontisj, 
it might, in the future, liave a chilling effect on those called upon to interfere 
with the rights of others and commit such serious offenses against any concept of 

a free society.
